The cited references describe systems and methods of monitoring the 
power or current used by a data processing system and limiting the power used 
by the data processing system by throttling the processor clock or by reducing 
the processor frequency and/or voltage. None of the cited references teach or 
suggest a preliminary power limited state (second setting means and second 
controlling means) for quickly transitioning to a limited power state while the data 
processing system initializes a throttling interface and transitions to a throttling 
power limited state (first setting means and first controlling means). 

The claimed invention is allowable over the art of record because the art 
of record does not teach or suggest a method, a program or apparatus for 
limiting the power consumed by an information processing system when the 
monitored power exceeds a predetermined threshold comprising power 
monitoring means, first and second setting means and first and second 
controlling means as claimed in independent claims 1,15 and 16.
